SPRINGER FOUND GUILTY: 
TO BE SENTENCED TODAY 


| Former Chief of Saskatoon Detectives is Convicted of 
Accessory After the Fact in Connection With Convicts Now 
Serving Sentence in Edmonton—Was Defended by 
Hon. A. G. MacKay 


SASKATOON, May 9.—William H., 
Springer, former chief of detectives, 
was found guilty last night of being 
an accessory after the fact to the 
| blowing of a safe at Scott, Baskatche- 
wan, ‘by the «two burglars, MeMillan 
and Pierson, who with Heaton were 
later captured by the Edmonton 
police red-handed and sentenced to 
various terms of imprisonment, No 
! evidence was given for the defence, 

The trial took place before Mr, Jus- 
tice Elwood and a jury, and the Hon, 
A. G. MacKay, of Edmonton, defend- 
ed. The jury was out four and a half 
hours, and brought in a verdict of 
| guilty, with a recommendation — for 
mercy. Sentence will be passed on 
Monday.

of crimes yet recorded in western 
Canada, Springer's arrest was prim- 
arily due to the vigilance of the Ed- 
monton police, under Chief Hill, as 
the three burglars were captured by

The first intimation of this alleged 
shocking murder was received at 
Stony ‘Plain, when the youngest son, 
Reinhardt, told his uncle, William 
Schimpt, of the circumstances sur- 
rounding thé death of his father. 
Rergt, McGillicuddy, RJN.W.M-P,, sta- 
tloned at Stony Plains was notified. 
and hé at once advised headquarters 
sn this city.

Body is Exhumed. 

Coroner’ Dr. Otway, Stony Plain, 
ordered the body exhumed, and an 
inquest was held on Friday last. Dr, 
Braithwaite, of this city, performed 
an: attopsy -on “Friday morning, anid 
on Saturday completed it with the as- 


sistance of Dr. Hall, pathologist at 
the University of Alberta. ; 
The evidence of Reinhardt Myer 


and ‘his’ uncle, Wm. Schimpt, was 
taken at the inquest, and a verdict re- 
turned by the jury to the effect that 
the deceased had been murdered and 
hokiing his wife and two sons re- 
sponsible for the crime. ; 

The accused were given a prelimin- 
ary hearing’ ‘before ‘Inspector Jen- 
nings, and remanded till Monday. 
May 17th, for trial, 

Reinhardt Myer fold the coroner's 
jury at Stony Plain that he had seen 
hjs father's body hanging by the neck, 
suspended by a rope from a beam In 
the cow stable, He eaid he became 
frightened and left the place, return- 
ing three of four hours later to tind 
that his father’s body had been re- 
moved to the hguse. 

Lives in Canada 25 Years, 

The Myer family have lived in 
Canada about 25 years and the de- 
ceased settled originally in the Stony 
Plain district. All the children of 
the family except the eldest son, 
Jacob, were born at Stony Piain, in- 
cluding besides the four younger sons, 
a daughter, who is now married and 
is diving in the United States, They 
are Russian Germans. 

Some few years ago the deceased 
sold his farm at Stony Plain and re- 
turned to Russia, later coming ‘back to 
Canada, and taking wp a homestead 
near Junkins, One of the accused, 
Henry. is aarried, ‘and resides with 
his wife on a quarter section adjoin- 
ing that owned by his late father. 

Accused Deny Murder, 

The accused Woman and her two 
sons deny the change of murder, but 
otherwise refuse to offer any explana- 
tion or suggest a motive for the atate- 
ments made by the other three boys.

Refused to Give up His Baby

my baby but they won't let me in the 
bout,’ he eried, IT said: ‘Give me the 
baby,’ but he would not, although I 
think I could have saved the child. 
He kept crying, ‘Oh! Why won't they 
let me save my child." 

Another survivor, BR. L. Taylor, of 
Montreal, told the correspondent that 
he was thrown into the water when 
the Lusitania heeled over, and after 
being picked up by a rescue bout he 
suw the periscope of the submarine 
six lengths away. It immediately dis- 
appeared, 

Donald Barrow, belonging to Mon- 
mouth, was returning from Canada 
with his wife, who was a Canadian, 
only 20 years old, They were mar- 
ried but 10 months ago. This morn- 
ing Barrow’s mother received a tele- 
gram from Queenstown saying: ‘Tam 
safe, but May is gone.” 

May was the name of his young 
wife. Barrow was returning to Eng- 
land to join the army.

Londdn, May 8.—The latest available information indicates 
that two-thirds of the persons on board the Lusitania lost their lives, 

The number of passengers is given by the Cunard steamship 
repo’ in New York as 1.254 and of the crew as 813, a total of 
2.067--The number of survivors now accounted for is 703, This in- 
dieates a death list of 1.364, 

Hopes that the list of persons saved may be materially increased 
were dashed by an announcement from the British admiralty that 
all but-one of the resene fleet whieh put out from Queenstown had 
reporbed and that there was little prospect of news of further sur- 
vivorky Nevertheless, inquiries are being made all along the coast in 
the hope that other rescues may have been made by small eraft 
which put in at isolated points, 

Of the 290 first-class passengers, it is now believed only 76 were 
saved, No word has been heard of Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt, 
Charles Pvohman, Elbert Hubbard and other prominent men aboard,
